LABOR TROUBLES CAUSE 
MAYOR SHANK T0 RESTGK 


Business Men Threatened the 
Chief Executive of Indianap- 
olis With Impeachment. 


Indiunapolis, Ind. November 28.— 
Samucl Lewis Shank resigned as mayor 
of Indianapolis this afternoon. The res- 
ignation !s the result of labor troubles 
in the city and a threat of impeachment 
proceedings by a committee of bust- 
ness men unless further disorders were 
averted. Harry R. Wallace, city con 
troller, succeeded to the mayor's chair, 

Shank cffered his resignation after 
he had conferred with a number of 
union labor officials regarding an !m- 
pending strike of teamsters who told 
him there was little hope of averting 
the strike. Mavor Shank announced 
Wednesday that he would resign if the 
| threatened strike could not be stopped. 

The mayor was waited upon 
committee of business men Tuesday 
night and was informed that impeach- 
ment proceedings against him were 
being prepared and would be filed to- 
day if the impending teamsters strike 
could not be averted. 

Mayor Shank’s attitude during the re- 
cent street car strilge, when he let it 
be known that he did mot wish police- 
men to ride on the cars manned by 
strikebreakers, caused the resignation 
of Superintendent of Police Martin J. 
Hylan and President E. M. Davis, of 
the board ct public safety. 

At the first police roll cal] after Su- 
perintendent Hyland had rest. 
Mayor Shank made a speech in W 
he said he did not.wish the patrolmen 
to ride on wagons driven by non-union 
teamsters if a strike occurred. This 
statement, t 1s said, resulted Jn the be- 
ginning of preparations to file im- 
peachment proceedings agal the 
mayor. 

Shank Will Figure. 

Shank probably is the most novel 
figure that ever occupied the moyor's 
office in Indianapolis. His handling 
of the saloon problem early in his ad- 
ministration, attracted much atten. 
tion. Saloon keepers who violated the 
law were taken before the mayor and 
in many instances their licenses were 
suspended for periods varying from 
a few hours to sixty days. One sa- 
loon keeper's license Was suspend 
until he could show the mayor a ce 
Uticate signed by a minister that he 
had attended church. 

Shank also gained nation-wide fame 
in 1911 by his fight on the higa cost 
of living. He found that the city mar- 
ket was failing in its original pur- 
poses to bring the producer and con- 
sumer together and imported 16 ea: 
loads of potatoes Which he retailed at 
L75 cents 4 bushel. Potatoes then wer 
retalline at $1,40, but prices tumbled 
over night Shank also sold fruits, 
Vegetables and poultry in competition 
with the city market 

He made a fight on insurance rates 
in the cit} and Was successful in caus- 
ing a reduction totaling $200,000 a 
year. He took deHght in performing 
marriage ceremonies and always turn- 
ed over whatever fee he was given to

Chamberlain, of Oregon, caused a mild 
sensation today at a luncheon attend- 
ed by all the Latin-American diplo- 
mats in Washington by announcing 

t he would vote for “justice to 
Colombia the United States" {f 
he ever got an opportunity to cast a 
deciding vote in the controversy be- 
tween this country and the South 
American country brought about by 
the separation of Panama, As soon as 
Senator Chamberlain sat down, Am- 
bassador Da Gama, of Brazil, dean of 
the Latin-American corps, suggested 
that the party break up, and this was 
done in silence. 

The episode took place at a lunch- 
eon given by John Barrett, director- 
general of the Pan-American Union, 
in honor of Sts»47th.@irthday anni- 
versary and the thirteenth of his con- 
nection with Latin-American affairs. 
In addition to the Latin-American 
ministers, Solicitor Folk, of the state 
department; Boaz W. Long, chief of 
the Latin-American division, and a few 
personal “friends were present. 

Ambassador Da Gama and Senor 
Calvo, of Costa Rica, spoke in happy 
vein, praising Mr, Barrett and his 
work. Right Rev. Charles W. Currier, 
bishop of Matanzas, declared that the 
time ought to be near when the United 
States would nt monopolize the 
term American, but when it should be 
applied alike to all countries on the 
western hemlephere. 

‘The Americas for Americans,” was 
the keynote of Senator Chamberlain's 
address. He declared the countries of 
North and South America should unite 
to Keep out the “peril to the west of 
us" and to preserve the civilization and

THE ALABAMA SENATORSHIP 


(From The New York Times.) 

The language of the seventeenth amend- 
ment to the constitution of the United 
States, providing for the election of sen: 
tors by direct vote of the people, is not 
obscure, vet the question of the authority 
of the guvernor of a state to appoint « sena- 
tor to fill out an unexpired term has been 
again raised in the case of Frank P. Glass, 
of Alabama, as it was raised in the case of 
Mr. Clayton, named for the same vacanc 
The final clause of the amendment deciar 
that “this amendment shall not be so cor 
strued as to affect the election or term of 
a senator chosen before it becomes valid 
as part of the constitution.” Senator John- 
ston, of Alabama, whose death created the 

in question, was electea im} 
m would have expired In 1915. 
Alabema case, therefore, is within the scope 
of the clause above quotea. The amend- 
ment, by its own térms, is nut to be so von- 
strued “as to affect the election or term’ 
of Senator Johnston. His election, of course, 
cannot be called in question. But cf his 
term more than a year remains. 1! the 
ndment is not to “affect” that urexpied 
of the term, manifestly it is not to 
apply lo It, because*it would be impossible 
to apply the new provision without afte 
ing the unexpired part of Senator Juhnstun's 
term, That is plain enoush, we snould sup- 
pose, to remove all doubt 

Doubt arises, however, frum the second 
clause of the amendment: = 

When vacancies happen in the representa- 
tion of any state in the senate, the executive 
authority of such state shall issue writs of 
election to fill such vacancies: Provided. 
that the legislature of uny state may en- 
power the executive thereof to make tem- 
porary appointments until th= people fill che 
Vacaney by election as the legislature may 
direct. 

The natural, the reasonable. and, it seems 
to us, the inevitable construction of the 
amendment as a whole would b: that the 
clause immediately above quoted refers to 
elections to be held in all coming years when 
the amendment has been in effect for so 
lung a time that no senatorial term will have 
had its beginning in a year pi tu he 
time when the amendment became valid 
Thereafter vacancies would be filed as pro- 
vided in the second clause; until that time 
the governor would have power to fill ya- 
caucies by appointment, since the amendment 
is not to affect terms beginning before it 
became part of the constitution. 

The strained aud unnatural construction 
whiclr would invalidate the appolntmen’ lof 
Mr. Glass to fill out the term of Seaatur 
Johnston would impose Serious hardships 
upon the state of Alabama. The legislature 
of that stute meets once in four years; and 
the next session will begin in January, fy 
If the governor must seek authority from 
the legislature he Will have first to order 
@ special election to fill about twenty vacan- 
cies in that body which have occurred in 
the last two years. Then. too, he will have 
to call a special session of the legislature. 
As it fs not at all improbable that the leg- 
islature would authorize the filling of the 
vacancy by a direct vote of the people, the 
governor would have to order # special elec- 
tion for that purpose. All this Would cost 
the people of Alabama more than $100,000. 
The justification for putting the state to 
that expense would rest upon the exveed- 
ingly narrow ground of lawyers’ doubts as 
to the meaning of the xmendment, which 
does not seem to afford reasonuble basis for 
doubt. The best lawyers of Alabama belleve 
that Mr. Glass’ appointment is entirely valid. 
Many lawyers of the senate hold that view. 
The senate committee on elections, we should 
suppose, would construe the amendment in 
the light of reason and common sense, ac- 
cording to its manifest Intent. That would 
give Mr. Glass his seat and spare the state 
of Alabama the great trouble and cost of 
proceedings based upon a very doubtful con- 
airuction of the language of the amendment.

~The World's Mysteries 


“THE QGURSE OF SCOTLAND” 


The reason as to why the nine of diamonds 
is called “The Curse of Scotland” for close t» 
two centuries has caused a considerable 
amount of discussion. The antiquarians seem 
not to be able to determine when or why 
this title was so given, and some have tried 
to trace it as far back as the days of Queen 
Elizabeth. 

One of the stories which is credited by 
many is that the nine of diamonds and ‘the 
nine lozenges in the armorial cast of the 
Earl of Stair, Sir John Dalrymple, bear a 
striking resemblance and as Dalrymple is 
accused of having been the prime instrument 
in causing the massacre ‘of Glencoe, which 
covered his name with infamy, that i 
reason the card received the name 
Curse of Scotland.” 

Another story is that the Duke of Cum- 
berland, on the ficid after the battle of Cul- 
loden, wrote upon the back of the nine of 
diamonds a very cruel and inhuman order 
for the destruction of the persons and prop- 
erty of the place. 

‘And still another is that this card bore 
a striking resemblance to the cross of Scot- 
land, and through the peculiar pronunciation 
of certain Scots, they called it the “Curse of 
Scotland.” St. Andrew is the patron saint of 
Scotland. He suffered on a cross not of the 
usual form, but like the letter X, which has 
since been commonly called a St. Andrew's 
Cross. 

In a print entitled “Briton’s Association 
Against the Pope's Bull,” Issued October 21, 
1705, is shown the Young Pretender attempt- 
ing to lead across the Tweed a herd of bulls 
laden with curses. On the ground before them 
lies the nine of diamonds. The nine re- 
sembles St. Andrew's cross. 

One writer says that the true explana- 
tion for this card being called the Curse 
of Scotland ts to be found in the game of 
Pope Joan, in which the nine of diamonds is 
the “pope.” The well-known — anti-papal 
spirit. of the Scottish people caused the 
“pope” card to be called the Curse of Scot- 
land. This game was originally called “Pope 
Julio" and is said to be as old as the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth 7 

The following explanation {8 given in the 
classical dictionary of the Vulgar Tongue 
printed 1785: an ‘gnoble authority, it must 
be admitted. Diamonds imply royalty, being 
the ornaments of the imperial crown, and 
every ninth King of Scotland has been ob- 
served for many ages to be a tyrant and a 
curse to that country. 

From the “Gentleman's Magazine" of 1791, 


is taken the following: “The nine of di 
monds, the curse of Scotland, has been 
called because every ninth monargh of t) 
nation was a bad King to his subjects. 
have been told by old people that this « 
was so called long before the rebellion 
1745, and, therefore, it could not arise fn 
the circumstances of the Duke of Cumb 
land's signing orders, accidentally writ! 
upon a card, the night before the battle 
Culloden, for General Campbell to give 
quarter.” 

Another writer states: “John Dalryn| 
justly merits the appellation of the Cu 
of Scotland from the part he took in 
horrible massacre of Glencoe and from 
utter detestation in which he was held] 
consequence, and which compelled him to 
sign the secretaryship In 1695. After 
deliberate inquiry by the commissioners 
declared him guilty of the massacre we ¢ 
not wonder that the man should be held 
to scorn by the most popular means w' 
presented themselves, and the ‘nine of q

State street is one af those world’s thor-_ 
oughfares which need no address.

Company and Employees Ex-

Schnectady, N. ¥., November 28.—

Shelbyville, Ind, November $8.—Fifty 
veniremen from whom It was hoped to 
secure the jury which would decide 
the fate of Dr. William B. Craig, of 
Indianapolis, charged with the murder 
of Dr. Helen E. Knabe two years ago, 
responded to summons when circult 
court convened here today.
